One Cause of Red Noses. 


Thp development of abnormal red- 


ness oi the nose is a consequence of 
the wearing of a veil in winter. The 
discoloration is most pronounced at 
those points where the veil is most 
intimately apphad co the face 
The 


otfect is due partly to the mechanical 
apction of tho sharp and rough tex- 
ture upon a sensitive skin, and to the 
influence of th*> watery vapor that 
collects within its meshes and pre- 
vents evaporation. Blood is thus 
driven from the tip of the nose to ad- 
jacent parts whose blood vessels in 
consequence become enlarged and 
conspicuous. Tho condition is aggra- 
vated if the use -f the veil is persist- 
ed m on passing iiom a cold to a 
warm atmosphere. 
The alterations 


tend to become permanent the longer 
the veil is worn without airing, the 
longer its injurious action is main- 
tained by compression, the colder the 
season and the greater the exposure. 
Sometimes the cheeks are also affect- 
ed similarly 
When the use of a veil 


^is necessary it should not extend be- 
low the nasal orifices, so as to permit 
the escape of watery vapor. Further, 
it should not be too heavy, nor should 
it be too light.

A New Kind of Water Mark. 


Two Englishmen who have recently 


secured a method of producing water 
marks by means of electrolysis thus 
describe the process: 


"In producing a disappearing and 


repeatedly revivable translucent wa- 
ter mark in or on manufactured paper 
we proceed as follows: "Upon a platin- 
um sheet or plate forming the positive 
conducting surface we place a layer 
of absorbent material, such as blot- 
ting paper, previously moistened with 
water. 
On each material we place 


the paper which is to receive the wa- 
ter mark, the paper having been prev- 
iouslj moistened through with water. 
We then press, face downward, on the 
paper a platinum design of the water 
mark, and this design forms the neg- 
ative electrode. We keep this neg- 
ative electrode in contact with the pa- 
per for from five to ten seconds, ac- 
cording to the nature of the paper and 
the amount of electric current used. 
The result on removal of the elec- 
tro(le is a distinct and traaslucent 
image of the design, which gradually 
fades as the paper dries, and finally 
becomes invisible. 
The mark, how- 


ever, can be revived and made visible 
as often as the paper is immersed in 
water or moistened in s^ny other way."

Come Prom Spain 
Turned Into Stopper*. 


On the sunny slopes of CaUloai*. 


in Spain, there are grovei of coreta, 
where the trees (a species of oak— 
Quercus Suber) are evergreen, boar- 
ing an acorn which taste* like our 
chestnut. They live well into the 
second century, attaining a height of 
40 feet. 


During the first 50 years of the 
tree's life the outer bark loses its vi- 
tality, 
becoming an encumbrance 


which would naturally peel off, but 
which is most carefully stripped a 
year or so earlier by cutting with 
cuned knives into squares of three 
feet, the bark varying in thickness 
from one to three inches. The cutting 
is done during July and August, and, 
after a process of drying—boiling and 
then pressing under heavy weights 
for flattening—the pieces of cork are 
packed in square iron-bound baloa 
for home manufacture and shipment. 


The first cutting from the trees <is 
coarse and Inferior, as is that grown 
in wet, low districts, but every eight 
or ten years of its later life the tree 
yields a better quality, that arriving 
latest at maturity, under best con- 
ditions of soil and climate, being of 
finest, firmest grain. 


The largest cork factories in the 


world are those of the Armstrong 
Company in Lancaster and Plttsburg. 
Bttt at one of the smaller ones down 
on busy old Pearl street may be ob- 
served the passing cf the sheets of 
cork from the bales to the quaint 
foreign-looking baskets nlled 
with 


beautifully finished stoppers in va- 
rious sizes. 


The machines for cutting the strips. 


for 
punching the shape and tot 


smoothing and tapering (this last at 
the rate of 45 per minute) are a great 
advance upon the old methods of 
hand work, and it was only after 
many trials that machinery could be 
kept sharp, as the soft substance dulls 
it much more rapidly than many hard* 
er, tougher materials. 


The corks used for bottling cham- 


pagne are still cut by hand. The best 
material is used, and they are not tap- 
ered nor cut quite round, thus swell- 
ing and fitting more perfectly in the 
bottles. 


When a cork is tossed into the 


•waste basket that is by no means the 
end of its usefulness as it is probably 
picked out of the refuse by a man who 
gleaus his best harvest from hotels 
and saloons. He sells the contents of 
his bag to dealers ;a "seconds" on the* 
Sast Side. These old corks are 
washed, 
dried, recut by hand—at 
"every stroke the workman running' 
the knife across a leather strap—and 
then sold again for bottling, blacking 
and other liquids. 
The 
waste—shavings, 
etc.—wag

The speaker suld: 
"I maintain that if by a great aff- 


Kregation ol capital a pipe line com- 
pany may ramify all the »il fields with 
Us system and connect \\lth the manu- 
lucturinp centres, which it in turn no 
controls a« to prevent all competition 
arid i'< enabled to destroy all competi- 
tois, then the state and federal gov- 
ernment, lor the good of the common 
man and the common ,w el fa re, has the 
power .md right and it is Us duty to 
Interfere. 


"So likewise, when one giant corpora- 


tion e<mibli«hes a system of tank cars 
and erects tank "learners, and combines 
with the railroad companies as to get 
an unfair rate by virtue of owning1 its 
own tank tars and tank stations, then 
thec^f,^;«^^a right, under its police 
regulations, to protect 
the common 


man and tne man of smaller means 
from such abuse and unsurpation of 
the transportation department. 


"It is the millions that have been 


made from the favoritism obtained 
through the Government grants a« 
recogriized in the transportation de- 
partment as above illustrated that are 
dlsai ranging the great commercial and 
economic conditions of to-day. The 
$600,0'V),000 owned by the little coterie 
of Standard Oil maffna.tes, the $1,000,- 
000,000 controlled in the Iron, coal, cop- 
per and other industries by a limited 
number of capitalists, represents the 
fruits of this illegal abuse of the gov- 
ernmental functions." 


The speaker then took up at length 


evidence presented before the Ohio 
Trust Investigating Committee with 
reference to the methods of business 
of the Standard Oil companj , and also 
referred to testimony given before the 
Industrial Commission at Washington 
to show the arrogance of monopolies, 
especially ol the standard Oil com- 
pany. Mr. Monnett also described the 
legal actions which he, as Attorney 
General, 
had 
brought 
against 
the 


Standard Oil company of Ohio. 


"We have," he continued, "MI this, 


the close of the nineteenth century, a 
spectacle of grants of corporate po\\o>r, 
creatures ot the state more powerful 
than the creator, subverting the legis- 
lature, delaying judicial proceedings, 
defying courts, or, in other words, 
treating the United States and the 
State of Ohio as they have treated the 
railways, compelling servitude on the 
part of the state rather than the state 
retaining its sovereignty, so far as 
this octopus *s concerned, as any of a 
sovereign in history. 


"Their attack upon every public of- 


ficial who nares to lift his finger or 
exerci.-ie his office as against their en- 
croachments may be bitter and may 
destroy that individual, but let another 
step forward and fill the gap. Step 
forward, march on, shoulder to shoul- 
der, and recover our lost powers, as- 
sert the sovereignty of the state over 
its creatures, if necessary, even by re- 
voking the charters and conducting the 
transportation 
departments 
by 
the 


state it«elf."

was discovered, 


however, and the misplaced body was 
dug up, the proper one being substi- 
tuted for It in the grave 
At one time 


the proceedings at the church were of 
such a. nature it was thought the police 
would have to interfere. 


Three hearses \\ere brought up first 


for Magyar, Botshat and Orosch, they 
being Roman Catholics. Jn the hurry 
and confusion of names and tongues 
Oeoree Vasilko's body was placed in 
one of the three hearses and that of 
"Joe" Rotshat left behind on the sta- 
tion platform with the Greek Catholics, 
who should have gone to Mount Tabor. 


The three coffins were can led into St. 


Peter's Church. While the services 
were going on "Steve" Roscoe drove up 
to the church yard on a heaise, con- 
taining the remains of "Joe" Hotshat, 
former friend of Magyar. 
He -walked 


up t<> the chancel door and informed 
Joseph Hall. Sr., the grave digger, that 
Botshut \\as to be buried th'»re. lie 
was informed thai there were graves 
only for the three bodies in the church. 
He insisted that Botshat was to be 
hurled with Magyar, but he was told 
that he was wioi.fi. Finally another 
he.irse was driven ;ip and otliers until 
a line of four stood on the steep street 
by the cemetery. They contained the 
remains of Botshat, Kovash, Rohal and 
Repasch. The Iluns became so angry 
that they rushed to the hearses and 
carried the coffins beside the church 
door, depositing them on the snowy 
ground. They declared that the men 
would be burled or there would be 
trouble. 


While Father O'Connell was standing 


at the chancel steps with his back to- 
ward the three rofl'ns and the mourn- 
ers reading the prayer book, four Huns, 
who had been watching the corpses 
outside, walked up ihe aisle and lifted 
the lids to see if one of their number 
was not there. Mrs. Grosc.h sprang up 
us if to protest. Trustee Hall whisper- 
ing exeldedly to Father O'Connell, told 
him that there was a dispute over the 
bodies, ami that a wrong coffin was in 
the church. 


Father O'Connell had said the mass 


and was about to bless the remains. 
He hesitated for a moment and quickly 
said that ho should have been notified 
and went on with the service, blessing 
Vasilko with the others. The women 
wailed and the children cried in sym- 
pathy. 


The priest was almost faint from cold 


and from the results of his fasting. 
He 


had some calls to make and desired 
that the remaining: two bodies should 
be buried without rites at the graves. 
The body of "Joe" Magyar was then 
brought out, followed by Mary, and 
was lowered into the grave with Vasii- 
ko. The body of Orosch was interred 
in a grave by itself. The relatives left 
tor the church, and the grave diggers 
began to fill the graves, while the 
friends of the four remaining miners 
became furious. 


Those in charge of Repasch's remains 


started to take the coffin to an open 
grave, but were stopped. They picked 
up Repasch's coffin, intending to place 
it in the church for safe keeping. 


Trustee Hall slipped in a rear en- 


trance and bolted the door on the in- 
side. When the Repasch relatives real- 
ized that they vere shut out they 
placed the coffin in the vestibule and 
went a\\ay. The oMier coffins were al- 
lowed to remain outside, all the mourn- 
ers deserting them. 


Mary Magyar inr-'-ted that her broth- 


er's friend was not buried with him. 
The blunder horriiie-a the St. Peter's 
Church people. Finally Trustee Hall 
learned that a Greek Catholic had been 
buried, and he ordered the grave dig- 
gers to dig out the grave again and get 
the coffin. 


The Vasilko coffin was taken out and 


that of "Joe" T?ot>hat lowered in its 
place. No masses ••. ere said over the 
latter, however, although friends pro- 
vided for this in the first place, and 
none will be said unless friends pro- 
vide again. 


BRYAN IN THE CHASE. 


Hew He and Gev. Hogg Captured the 


Panther. 


Austin. Texas. Dec. 29.—William J. 


Bryan ha» returned home from an ull 
day hunt, in which a. panther was cap- 
tured alive. He was with a party of 
about one hundred Austin sportsmen, 
headed 
by former 
Oovernor 
Hogg. 


About fifty hounds and several guides 
accompanied 
them. All the hunters 


were mounted. Colonel Bryan \-as at- 
tired in a handsome huntir'^ suit of 
corduroy, and was mounted on a fast 
and steady Texas mustung. 


A panther had b«f-.i kept in its den 


for three days in the mountains about 
fifteen miles west of the city, a barri- 
cade having been placed over the 
mouth of >ne cave. The animal wan 
released about an hour before the party 
arrived, and rushed out for something 
to eat. 


The dogs upon their arrival took th? 


trail and followed it through five miler- 
of rough country 
The panther had i 


gone in a westerly direction in a mes- 
tittlte prairie full of low shrubbery, 
rnesqmte trees and cactus.

dogs a merry chase, doubling on its 
trail twice. The dugs were fully two 
hours treeing the animal. 


Mr. Bryan and Mr. Hogg, who had

"England can only be made to feel 


by physlcial force, and we're no\s- go- 
ing- to give her some Boer treatment 
"We did intend going: out und t inking 
that lirst expedition from Canada to j 
South Africa, but thought it better to j 
wait a little while. We can mobollze ' 
men uitlioul much difficulty for' an at- 
tack on Canada, und v.e are fairly well 
armed—as well as the lTnited States 
troops in the Spanish war. We have 
lots of Springfield rifles and are handy 
with the bayonet. 


"No decision has been arrived at yet. 


Everythinc will depend on the imme- 
diate future. We have either regi- 
ments or companies all over the United 
States and ate fairly well drilled, and 
a jjrcat many of our men are in the 
militia, 


"The Ancient Order of Hibernians 


has really nothing to do with this. It 
numbers about 250,000, and a majority 
of its members belong to our organiza- 
tion. All its officers do, and so, of 
course, it will act M-ith us. We have 
lot? of. men in the regular army—camps 
or clubs in every post—and even if they 
were sent against us to stop us on the 
border they would either march across 
with us or give us blank cartridge. 


"If it is decided to attack Canada we 


shall <Io all in our power to keep mat- 
ters so secret as not to embarrass tl^e 
government until we are actually en 
tlie border. The French population rn 
Canada would be with us, arid there 
are numbers ot our own countrymen 
ready 10 welcome us. Canada would 
be an easy mark. We would have the 
Canadian loyalists on the run in a 
week."

The custom of watching ovt the old 


year and waiting foi the new to be- 
gin prevails In many countries, if not 
in most of the civilized world. 


Suetonius and Tacitus allude to the 


custom common in their time among 
the Romans of sending and receiving 
presents on New Year's Day. 


In Covington, England, God cakes 


are made for New Year's Day. They 
are triangle in shape, made of paste 
inclosing a portion of mince meat.

money should not be paid out on New 
Year's Day, for, if it is, the payer will 
have bad financial luck all through 
the year. 


In the old missals the month of Jan- 


uary was pictorially icpresented by a 
white-haired man clad in furs, bent 
with the cold and blowing on his fin- 
gers to warm them. He is standing 
almost knee deep in the snow, and a. 
billet of wood and sometimes an axe 
are by his side.

The confection- 
ers prepared for the New Year's trade,

A Great Bear Feast the New Year's 


Ceremony. 


For a thousand known years the 


Ainos have stood still in their civiliz- 
ation, following all theii primitive 
customs and ceremonies generation 
after generation and century after 
century, practically without change. 
New Year with them is the day of 
their greatest feasting and merry- 
making, consisting 
principally, un 


happily, of an extravagant use of an 
intoxicating beverage known as saki, 
or rice beer, which puts the entire 
population in a heiples condition long 
before the day is done. 


The principal cermony is the great 
bear feast, called Omsia, in which a 
huge bear is slain and sacis^ced as a 
special offering to the god Kamui. 
who is the guardian and protector of 
their homes throughout the year. It 
is necessary to conciliate this god by 
the special donation of bear's meat 
that their lives may be free from the 
.persecution of the unseen, intangible 
spirit demons who seek to do them 
harm. 
It is said that the bear for this feast 


i* raised from a cub, suckled by an 
Aino woman who, became its foster 
mother, and in her heart feels toward 
it all the tenderness and love that she 
would for her own offspring. 
As the 


end of the year draws nigh her cruel 
and hairy grandfather, with unfeigned 
joy, helps nurture and fatten the feast 
bear for the coming celebration with 
carefully prepared foods. 


Alas, it is a fearful day for the fos- 


ter mother when her entire family 
drags her bear son from her arms to 
the scene of sacrifice! She tears her 
hair and weeps and wails, while the 
grandparent, with joyous cries, dances 
in front of the party who drags the 
beust with heavy ropes to the altar. 


The killing of the bear is done in a 


most horrible and brutal manner. Two 
fair sized logs are lashed, one above 
another, to a standing tree, and ex- 
tend horizontally resting upon the 
ground. The entire clan takes part 
at the death, which is accomplished 
by opening the ends of the log further- 
est from the tree like a huge jaw, and 
dragging the head and neck of the 
helpless beast through the opening, 
and then squeezing and strangling 
with mighty pressure tbe life out of 
the poor bear.

A Barbaric But Qentle Drama—The 


Serpent in the Ceremony—A Spec- 
tacular Danee—Where the Creator 
Is Sparing of Hie Favors. 


The Moqui Indiana' New Year's 


celebration, 
called 
So-yal-u-na, 
is 


largely a presentation of a singular 
and elaborate mythic drama, divided 
into two parts, in which offerings are 
made% to effigies of the Great Plume 
Headed Serpent, the enemy of the 
sun, followed by a sun dance, in which 
tbe conflict between the sun and the 
inferior hostile gods is admirably por- 
trayed by Moqui men personifying the 
various deities. 


This celebration is primarily per- 


formed by warriors and commemor- 
ates the return of the sun from the 
winter solstice. In other words, the 
Moqui wofully fear, when they see the 
sun going furthei and further to the 
southward each day, he is going to 
de>>ert *hem and leave them alone 
upon their cold, weary, sand-blown 
mesas. 
One wonders little that, in 


this dreadful situation, they have in- 
itiated protound and mystic right* 
with a view to propitiating the evil 
one who would harm their dearly be- 
loved fire. 


Day by day the old -ueu and Keers of 


the tribe watch each morning the 
point at which tbe sun rises from the 
eastern horizon of tho pinnacled and 
ragged mountain rang*. They have 
found a particular notch between two 
peaks, past which the sun does nor 
travel in its southern march, but in- 
stead it stops and returns over its 
long and dreary trail to bring ulti- 
mately the spring, the butterflies, and, 
most precious ot all, the «-orn—their 
staff of life. 


As the sun nears Its lowest notch 


preparations for the rite which concil- 
iates the sun's worbt enemy—the 
snake demon—are well under way. 
To-morrow, in a wierd subterranean 
cavern, called an ebtufa, or kivi, it is 
declared that the 
baneful nerpent 


shall be amply placated; so rich will 
be the tribute that for one entire year 
the sun shall be free fiom his perse- 
cutions, and the clouds, too, which the 
snake wickedly swallows, shall gather 
and their moisture freely descend up- 
on the parched and blighted land until 
it ib once more clothed in verdure. 


Dr. J. Walter Fewkes, ethnologist of 


the Smithsonian Institution, is famil- 
iar with most of tbe Moqui cermonials 
and has described to me in some de- 
tail this strange New Year's festival. 
In the dimly lighted, underground 
room there is erected, at its west end, 
a screen profusely decorated with 
corn husks, but cleverly in imitation 
of flowers Near the middle of the 
screen there is an opening, and be- 
hind it stands a man w ho, at the prop- 
er time, manipulates the efflgy ot the 
snake. By his side stands a compan- 
ion who has a large conch shell made 
in the form of a horn, through which 
he utters fearful groans and noises, 
presumably the voice of the monster 
serpent. In front of the screen sits 
three or four solemn priests, and the 
audience, consisting of members of all 
the clans and their tamihes, and be- 
hind them is a row of men who act as 
chorus. 


When the rites begin the chorus 


commences to sing, at first a low, 
wierd chant, which gradually rises to 
piercing intensity, and, as it doesnso, 
the man behind the screen takes up 
the effigy of the ^reat snake' and 
thrusts it rapidly through the 'open- 
ing a number of times, accompanied 
by the unearthly and discordant wail- 
ing of the conch shell. 
The priest 


directly in front of the screen takes a 
little sacred meal in his hand and 
nolds it in his mouth, uttering a 
deeply significant invocation to the 
serpent, and then casts the meal on 
the head of the serpent. 


The serpent effigy used in the cere- 


mony has a head cut from a gourd, 
with a horrible grotesque mouth and 
prominent teeth and a great red 
tongue protruding from the nose. A 
curved horn rises from the back of 
the head and a bunch of light and 
wavy feathers adorn the. neck 
Tjje 


long body is made of buckskin, and 
through the middle of it runs a back- 
bone made from sticks. In fact, the 
effigy 
becomes a horrid monster, 


viewed in the pale and sticky light 
which 
filters 
weakly 
downward 


through the single entrance at the top 
of the chamber. 


One by one all the member* pres- 


ent make their prayer to the bostile 
serpent god, hoping that, by their 
earnestness, they wiil beget individ- 
ual and communal prosperity through- 
out the ensuing year. So ends the first 
half of the drama, and on the u.orrow 
of the new year begins the great 
snake dance. Four orders of warriors 
participate in the dance, and it is re- 
garded as a test of supreme endurance 
for those who engage hour after hour 
in the fatiguing and incessant motion 
which is demanded by the d-»nce 
drama. 


On the opposite sides of the kiva 


there stand rows of men, bearing 
shields, with elaborate symbolic de- 
signs of the different priesthoods and 
mythical beings painted upon them. 
At tbe end of the room, all alone and 
unsupported, stands the 
sunbearer. 


awaiting the onslaught of his horde 
of enemies. A signal, and the song be- 
gins, and the lines of warriors on each 
side of the room surge against the 
sunbearer in a feigned, but realistic 
attack. He brandishes his shield and 
rushes upon them with great vigor, 
repulsing and driving them back to 
the wall again 
and 
again, 
until, 


and vanquishes his many foes. 


This last interesting spectacular 
dance so exhausts its participants 
that individuals become prostrated 
and faint away. 


New Year's Day finishes with feast- 


ing and jollification, which brightens 
the faces and hearts of the old and 
feeble men, and cause the youngsters 
to overflow with an exuberant aban* 
don of spirits. Happy hearts and hap- 
iy homes are to be found on the flrst 
lay, even In this 
desolate 
region, 


where the Creator has been so sparing 
tn his favors that rain only falls a 
tew days In the year, and vegetation 
is so spares that It is only .found In 


i the deep valleys, and tho flat-topped 
mesas where the Moqui dwell reflect 
back the sun's rays from a brick-red 
and barren soil. 


A BRILLIANT AFFAIR. '*' 


New Year's Reception by the Presi- 


dent 


On New Year's Day the chief execu- 


tive of the nation receives in state 
the VIce-President the members ot 
his official household, the chief Jus- 
tice and tbe associate justices of the 
supreme court of the United States, 
the foreign legations, senators and 
representatives in congress, officers of 
the army and navy, officials of the 
District of Columbia and such of his 
fellow citizens as choose to pay their 
respects to the President on that occa- 
sion. To the President it is no holi- 
day task, as he must go through the 
ordeal of shaking bands with 8,000 or 
10,000 people. 
Although the New 


Year's reception begins an hour be- 
fore noon, custom demands the wear- 
ing of afternoon dress. 


As there is in this country no offi- 


cially prescribed court dress, there is 
nothing in the apparel of the diplo- 
matic and civil officials of the govern- 
ment to distinguish them from other 
well-groomed men on formal occa- 
sions. The officers of the army and 
navy, however, appear in full dress 
uniforms and present a brilliant en- 
semble. One of the chief attractions 
of the day which the great throng 
gathered in the capital of the neigh- 
borhood of the capital has an oppor- 
tunity of seeing is the display made 
by these officers on their march to the 
White House. The most picturesque 
feature of the President's New Year's 
reception is the appearance of the for- 
eign diplomatic corps in their gaudi- 
est and best dress of state 
They as- 


semble in the Red Parlor of the Whit* 
House, with the dean of the corps at 
their head. This distinction has for a 
number of years fallen to Sir Julian 
Pauncefote, tbe British embassador, 
who will doubtless continue to hold 
the place as the oldest in point of con- 
tinuous service of any of the foreign 
representatives. 


They form a brilliant procession as 


they proceed to the President's recep- 
tion loom, the embassadors being the 
first in line, followed by the ministers 
in oider of seniority, each attended by 
his suit, including secretaries, at- 
taches and such ladles of the legation 
as desire to attend The South Amer- 
ican diplomats, in accoidance with 
their own pecuhai cobturne, appear in 
full evening ilre&s. 
It is the orientals 


who give the pictuie its gayest color- 
ing 
The Chinese- minister and his 


vast suit weai varicoloied gowns of 
rich and costly fabucs, though the 
Japanese are not so bhowy in their 
state attire 
The Tuiks appear iu 


their red fezzfs and the Koreans in 
their flowei pot hats and are even more 
gorgeous than the Chinese. After the 
distinguished and brilliant assembly 
of officials—state, judicial, diplomat- 
ic 
and 
legislative—has 
passed 


through the reception room and re- 
cehed the 
president's 
New Year 


greeting, an hour is exclusively de- 
voted to citizens, and the chief execu- 
tive receives and shakes hands in 
quite democratic fashion 
with

many of his fellow countrymen as can 
reach him during the time allotted 
to the reception.

New Year's is generally celebrated 


as a season ot merrymaking, and the 
1st of January is a holiday in many

But in Scotland alone, per- 


haps is the festival considered the 
most important one of all the year. 
Thpr«» the celebration begins on the 
morning of the last day of the year, 
when the children of the pocrr swad- 
dle themselves in great sheets, which 
are doubled <n front to make huge poc- 
kets. So costumed the children" go to 
the houses of the rich and ask for 
oaten, bread. As the children enter a 
house they cry, "Hogmany!" thereup- 
on the housewife drops a quarter of a 
loaf into each child's pockf*. 
Thus 


by early afternoon the children are 
loaded down with rich bread, and 
sometimes cheese, and go home re- 
joicing. 
"Hogmany" is supposed to 


mean "the sacred moon or month." 


In Scotland, New Year's eve is cele- 


brated with the utmost jollity 
One 


of the favorite amusements consists 
in dressing in guiser, or masquerade 
costnmess, and goin? serenading.

In 
b<tnds of frcm three to six the guisers 
often go from house to house and per- 
form a drama m the kitchen, while the 
houstho'd looks on and applauds and 
berates the players, according as the 
play is well or ill done.
